Voltage regulator circuit with reference generation circuit 
comprising a plurality of inputs connected to internal 
terminals having a subset of the internal terminals 
connected to an external terminal and a voltage divider 
circuit 
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The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
